S in a common fi«kl, a 
good Surveyor doth mea- 
fure out each intercommo- 
ners feuerall, by flake or 
by rod : fo in the wide 
and common field of Chriftians, the 
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P ^ff-J* Expofiw 6ftlt 
lord commandeth hisfcruant Ioh* to 
fiirvey and apportion out his Church 
and partage, which he fcwrth from 
the refidue of carnall GofpelleM , arid 
fuch like outcafts $ in recommending 
vnto vs their inward frame and renewed 
graces, vnder the appellation and names 
of the Temple of God, the Altar t and them 
that adore therein; meaning, that as in 
the Tabernacle of the congrcgation,the 
holy and molt holy places (wherein 
flood the Table ofthcShew-bread,Can- 
dlefticke, Altar of incenfe, Arke, propi- 
tiatory and oracle of God, ouercouered 
within and without with Angell-gold, 
into which places none but thePriefts 
might enter and adore) were feparated 
by a vailc from the outer Court, where 
the brazen alrar was eretfed for all the 
houfe of Ifrael to enter and facrifke,and 
which therefore was called the Court of 
the people : fo in the common field and 
Vniuerlirie ofChnftians, they onely are 
the Church and heritage of God,which 
are fanftified in heart, and holy in life 
and couuerfation, and feparated (by the 
vaile of regeneration, that is to fay, by 
the teares of true repentance, and the af- 
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. xi. Chapter of the Reuehtlm. \$ 

furance of pardort and reconciliation vn- 
to God in Chrift lefUs, ingrauen in the 
tables of their hearts by the finger of the 
Spirit)from all carnall profeifors and no- 
minal Chriftians , in whom is but an 
outward face and protection of the 
name of Chrift onely. 



Vcrfe l. 'But the bafe Court which is with* 
out the Temple, caflout, andmedfttre 
not, for itUgitten to the Gent ties : and 
the holy, Citie [hah they tread vnder foot 
two and fortie months, 

BVt as for thofe common Catholique 
Chnftiansjhere refembled to t\\eeaje 
court which is without the Temple, becaufe 
they are but ouercaft onely with a pro- 
feflion of my name, which heare my 
word and participate my Sacraments, 
and yet are feparated by an vnregenerate 
heart,asby a vaile, from thofe Altars and 
Priefts, in whom my name is honored: 
eaft forthwith the Lox<\, andmeafttre not-, 
for howloeuer fuch vnleauened compa- 
nions feemc to boaft in the name of my 
Church, & in the proteftation of a Chri- 
B 2 ftian 
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ftian calling , yet they are fo farre. from 
belonging to my peculiar, lakh the 
Lord , as that I haue giuen them vp in 
reckoning with the reprobate of the 
Gentiles, and they fhall iuftifie mine ac- 
count and reie&ion of them , by their 
like vncircumcifcd cariage and heathe- 
nifh conuerfation : for they fhall no letfe 
defile my holy Citie, that is to fay, they 
fliall no lclfc hate, accufe, perfecute,and 
keepevnder water the true and fanfti- 
fied Chriftian, then do the heathen and 
vncircumcifcd , as by ouer-long experi- 
ence is wellknowne to the Church of 
God, which harh been, is, and fhall be 
(till her captiuirie be returned) oppofed 
for melancholy, mad, new, fattious, 
fchifmaticall,hcreticall, by Chriftian Ca- 
tholiques, politicians, Atheifts, carnall 
Gofpellers, and fuch heathenifn pro- 
rcftorslikctothefe. 

And that the Church of God may not 
looke for other or better entertainment 
at thele her intercommoners hands, flie 
is here (by the predeterminare counfell 
of God) to be troden like a way by thefe 
Gentiles and heathemfh Chnftians,two 
and fortie months , meaning months of 

yeares, 
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yeares,euery month accounting (by pro- 
pheticall fupputation) thirtic yeares, as 
in the ^erfe following (hall be further 
maiiifefted;confounding therein the Re- 
mifariesof Rome,who fweat to perfwade 
that they are but months of daycs,therc- 
byto turne the worlds eye from the 
great Antichrift that now is, to a pectic 
Antichrift which fhall ncuev come.

DVring which time of the Churches 
dif grace & dcfolatio, for the greater 
comfort of her children and Judgement 
of her aduerfaries, I will 3 faith the Lord; 
I, by a wonderfull outftretched proui- 
dence, will preferue vnto the world the 
light and power of my two teflainents, 
to guide their knowledge and conuer- 
fation into the wayes of peace. Whereby 
the Lord manifeftly reproueth the grolle 
and vaine expectation of thofc that 
tranflate his meaning in this place to 
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the coming of Henoch and £tewhercas 
o(H<ti*cbs returne , cither in flefti or in 
fpirit, thereisnofyllableof promifc in 
all the Scriptures 5 and as touching the 
fpirituall returne of Elias promifed, is 
, * . already pe rformed, as the Lord h imfelfe 

••M prouech. 

' Now touching the time of their kee- 
ping watch while the world fleepeth, 
theLord voweth it (hall be two and for- 
tie months before mentioned 5 which 
being diitblued into dayes, after the {Ca- 
lender of the Hebrewes ( whofe yearc 
did diiue thirtie dayes to eueiy month, 
and twelue months to euery yeare) a- 
mount to the iuft number of 1 zoo dayes 
here fpecified: which computation of 
the "ycares is obfetued throughout the 
whole Bible, Daniel only excepted,who 
countcch after the vfe and ftile of the 
Caldcans,in whofe tongue and amongft 
whom he wrote ; and consequently the 
months being prophetical,that is to fay, 
months of yeares,which to each account 
thirtie ycares , the reigne of Antichrift 
nmit needs endure 1 260 yeares. Which 
mancr of reckoning yeares by dayes, 
though it feemeftrangc, isvfuall not- 
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withftandirig with the Prophets of God, 
and therefore is called Propheticall , as , 

Etokiel a day for a yeare 5 and D ani < ls ^*f% 
feucntie weekes are we ekes of yeares, e- u * ' 9 ' * 
uery weeke containing feuen yeares, as 
throughout this prophecie. Alfo the 
months are months of yeares, to euery 
month accounting thirtie yeares. From 
whence we conclude, Antichrifts three 
yeares and a halfe, both here and in Da- 
>w/,deciphered by a time,times,and half 
a time,to be yeares of yeares,cuery yeare 
containing twelue moneths of yeares, 
which amount to 360 yeares, and mul- 
tiplied by three and ahalfe,do in the to- 
tall amount to 1260 yeares. ' 

And to the end the world may take 
better notice of thefe his two teftificrs 
and preferuers of truth, the Lord com. 
mendeth the knowledge of the parties, 
by the defcription of their garments, m 
faying , they are clothed in fac^loth^ 
thereby not onely diffeucring their te- 
ftimonics from all the loft and courtly 
commentaries of flelh and blood,which 
for the moft arc railed with infefted 
matter, and vefted with affeftcdftilej 
but alfo teaching vs that no man can re- 
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taine tottic Lord,beforc whom they mi- 
»ifter,vnlelTe he feme in the fame liuery 
that they doc , and can turne ouer the 
leauesofhislife and pilgrimage in fatt- 
ing and fackcloth, and true repentance, 
as thefe his feroams the Prophets and 
Saints haue done. 



Verfc4. Thefe m the two dine touches 
and the two eandlefliehs vthtch fiand 
in the preface of the Lord of the earth. 

ANd thefe my two Teftaments are 
thofe two oliue trees(faith the Lord) 
defcribed by my Prophet Zechtrj ,which 
ftand and fruaific before the Ruler ot 
the earth for euer and euer . For their 
leafe,that is to fay,their word and iudge- 
ments (lull neither wither nor fade, 
though heauen and earth (hould perilh 
and mck away. And they are alio two 
candlefticks,' which carry in them the 
light of my truth,and power of my Spi- 
rit, the great moderator of heauen and 
earth.

fentenceagainft them, the Lord doth 
iterate the curfe and vengeance of his 
heauy difpleafure,faying, And if my m*n 
will hurt them, ft mufl he he pine • 3 mea- 
ning^ fay)by hurting, all maner dinu- 
niflung of the words of their teftimonic 
by falfe, blafphemous, and lying expo- 
fitions, aifome haue done.

lwcrd to coinc vpon a nation, kingdom 

fieth by turning waters into blood or 
iffpkafcththenitopiophefie (which 
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the lord here calleth to ftrike) of any 
peftilence, earthquake, or other mdge- 
inent to come , fuch power is giuen 
them, that if they fay the word, it is 
done, as it is written, Heauen and earth 
fhallferifh, but the words of their prophetic 
frail Notpatfej til all be fulfilled. 



Verfe 7. *And when they (ball hauefinifhei 
their teftimottie', the Beafi which a[ce»~ 
deth ftomthe defth t (balt wage batteUa- 
gahft them^nd kill them. 

ANd when his feruants the Prophets 
and Apoftles lhal haue fulfilled their 
courfe , and be translated from the land 
of their labours to the land of reft , lea- 
uing to the world the inheritance (as it 
were) of their miniftery fealed vp in the 
two Teftaments of God, to preferue the 
feare of his name and the knowledge ot 
hispleafure among the fonnesof men, 
which the holy Ghoft calleth fimfhmg 
their teftimonie; Antichrift the Bcaft, 
whole proper place whence he is and 
whither he muft, isheredefenbed by 
the name of the depth, (hall notonely 
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IiUrt and wound them by flanderous & 
lying cxpofitions, as his Clerks and Af- 
fcftsdo, but (hall fee his feet vpon their 
necks, and tread downe their dmme au- 
thoritic by the aduancing of hiscurfed 
Jceyes and the beautie of hiswhorilh 
Church aboue them , which the Spirit 
calleth waging battell, inhibiting them 
toprophecie or teach the words of their 
teftimonic vulgarly. And not oncly put- 
ting them to filence,but alfo reproumg, 
condemning them for .corrupters, ledu- 
cers andfowers of herefies among the 
people j which prefumptuous blafphc- 
Jnic and murder, rhc Spirit difcouereth 
in faying that he (hall ouercome them 
and kill them. 

Vcrfe 8. And their carkeifet (hall ^maiw 
in theftreete of the great Citie, rvbteb 
is fpirii Mully called Stdome and Egftt> 
where their Lord alfo wot crucified, 

r A Nd the letter or text of their tefti- 
/\monie , which the Spirit calleth 
their corps or carkeifes, (hall remainc 
in their houfes, Cels, Temples, hang 

at 
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at their girdles throughall the cities an<! 
kingdomes where the Bead and his 
Church is adored} which in regard of 
their number be here named the great 
Citiefo in refpeft of their execrable wot-, 
(hip and adulterous feruice, contrary tQ 
God and his holy Citie, they are het6 
called alio fpiritmtty Sodome$ meaning, 
that as Sodome her filler did forfake the 
lawfullvfe and prefcription of nature, 
and wrought filthinetfe againft nature; 
fo thefe loathing truth, and louing 
lyes, mould ereft Grange oblationsand 
propinations,as contrary to the offerings 
and fatisfaftions of the Saints, as was the 
mine of Sodome oppofite to nature. 

And the Spirit further calleth them 
by the name of Egypt, for that in blind- 
nes and hardnes of heart they eutry way 
match the prefumptuous and indurate 
Egyptians, ftill purfuitvg and pcrfecu- 
ting the truth, as Pharaoh did IUael, fill 
the God of Ifrael deftroythem by the 
Spirit of his mouth , as he did Pharaoh 
and hishoaft by water. 

And in further deteftation of the cruel 
murder and immanitie of this Beaft and 
his adherents, the holy Ghoft layeth the 
r blood 
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fclood of the Prince of the Couenant to 
their charge alfo, as cunningly as they 
thinke to conuey his mu*der,and poft it 
ouer to lerufalem. For as the Lord doth 
lay the blood of his feruant^£<?/ to the 
charge of the Scribes and Pharifes of his 
ownetime, although hec were flame 
long before thofe Pharifes were borne 
or lerufalem builded, becaufe they were 
the very image and liuely imitation of 
his brother that murthered him : fo the 
holy Ghoft doth here lay the innocent 
blood of the Lord of glory to the charge 
of this crucifier and his citizens, becaufe 
they are the children and generation of 
that high Prieft and thole murderers 
which cried, Array mth hsm y ermfie him % 
awcificbim. And that wee Ihould not 
maruell thereat, the holy Ghoft in ano- 
ther place goeth furiher,and faith,/» her 
jhallbe found the blood of the Apoftles and 
Prophets alfo, and aH that euerfor the tefti* 
monie of the truth werejUine on earth. 
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Vcrfe9. And thre (hall of the tribes and 

people ard Gentiles >fee their dead bodies 

three dayes and a halfe, and (hall not 

fnffet their corps to be lajed in menu* 

ments. 

ANd all nations and kingdoms wftere 
the Bead is worlhipped (whom the 
holy Ghoft for their prophanation in 
life and religion, calleth Gentiles) (hall 
hauc, handle, and gaze vpon the letter 
and corps ot his two witneifes three days 
and a halfe, that is to fay,the time,times, 
and halfe a time, wherein the Beaftfliall 
reigne and persecute, euen three pro- 
pheticall yeares and a halfe, accounting 
(as in Ezekiel) all dayes for yeares . Nei- 
ther fhall tney fufFcr the word of their 
prophecie to be read , opened, vnder- 
ftood, and laidvp in the hearts of the 
jpeople,the true and natural monuments 
andfepulchrrs, wherein the reftimo- 
nie of their woids ought to be inter- 
red. 
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Vtffe 10. Jnd the inhabit ants of the earth 
Jh*H be glad otter them, and fall find 
lifts one to amber, heeaufe theft Wo 
frophets'tormcntcdtbem that dwell vf- 
o/t the earth. 

ANd all the worfliippcrs of the Bead 
here noted for their number by the 
inhabitants of the earth, fliall clap their 
hands ouer their owfie imientions, and 
xeioyce in the death of the truth , and 
make merry with bonefires,Vigil$, Fcfti- 
uals,Proceflionsj and in token of ioy, 
they fliall fend (as the Spirit faith) gifts 
one to another. Kings and Princes and 
people flial prefent and endow the Beaft 
and his Church with donations, immu- 
nities, potfeflions, gold andfiluerbffe- 
ringSj&cj and the Beaft (on the other 
fide) fliall requite their kindnefle with 
titles, bels, pardons, buls,and fuch like : 
and the Spirit yeeldeth a reafon of this 
their wicked and vngodly comfort, bc- 
caufe thevhad put out the eyesofhis 
two Prophets , that their whoredomes 
and prophanations might not be repro- 
uedjthen which P nothingcan be greater

torment to the wicked , nor more vnfo 
uory to them chat perifli. 



Veife 1 1 . And after three dnyes and it halfe 
thefpiht of life from God entrcd ixtei 
them , and they flood vpou their feete y 
and great fcare fell vpon *ll thatfatp 
them. 

ANd forafmuch as in the death and 
extermination of Antichrift byway 
of dependancie, confifteth the life and 
refurreclion (as it were) of the Scrip- 
turesj the Spirit foreihewcth, that after 
the reigne and perfect! tioli of the Beaft, 
which here (as in the ninth verfc) is de- 
termined by three dayes and a half, God 
will raife vp faithfull & prudent Prielte, 
Shepherds of vnderftanding hcarts,who 
mail rightly diuide the words and refti- 
monies of his two witnelTes j which the 
holy Ghoft iignifieth, in faying fh'at the 
fpirit of life from God cntred'ihto them: 
for as the letter and text of die Scriprtirc 
is the corps thereof, fo their true intent 
and meaning is the fpirit and life of 
them 5 and by the faithfull miniftcry of

fuch as the Lord (hall raifc in and abouc 
that time,and for that tmrpofe, the tcfti- 
monic of his two Prophets fliall be refto- 
red to their ftrength, and (as it were) to 
theirwalkingagaine, which the Spirit 
fignineth in faying theyftood <vpn their 
feete, as well to the terror and aftonilh- 
ment of all lying and ftipulous expofi- 
tors,as to the feare and admiration or the 
children and iuftinersofwifedome, as 
the holy Ghoft concludeth, faying,^ 
great feare fell. vf on all thatfaw them. 



Vcrfe 1 1. And I heard a hud voice from 
hcatten, faying , Come vp hither: and 
they went vp into heaiten in a cloud % and 
their enemies faw them. 

ANd the reftauration of the true 
meaning of the Scriptures, which 
their enemies fo long kept vnder by all 
vniuft and cunning fhifts, fliall be more 
famoufly knowne and published , then 
that they may any longer hinder or Hop 
the glorious courfe of their wonderfull 
initauration,which the Spirit intendeth 
in faying that he heard a voice fiom hea- 
ven, 
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uen faying, Come vp hitter-, m eanin g that 
it fliouldbemore poffiblc for their ene- 
mies to ftay Eliat chariot from amen- 
ding, or pull the wind backc from pur-* 
fuing his point, then to refift the wile- 
dome of the fame, the which fliall vindi* 
cate the abufe of the Scriptures, and by 
the power of their miniftery (as in the 
ftrength of a cloud) fliall hold them vp> 
andreftorc them to their fpirituall and 
heauenly meaning againe: and the Beaft 
with all his forcerers and liers, which 
hauebeen their long and ancient ene- 
mies, fliall fee the glorie of their regene- 
ration,and wonderland die. 



Vcrfe 13. And in that houre there was made 
A great earthquake y and the tenth fart 
of the Citiefell , and there wereflaine in 
the earthquake names of men feuen thou* 
fand % And the reft were caft into a feare > 
and gane glorie to the Godofheauen* 

ANd at fuch time asitpleafedGod 
to begin his workc of inftauration* 
and to caufe the dayfpring of his GoJpel 
tofhincout of the night ofAntichrifts 

C % dark- 
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darkneflej the abominable and defolare 
prophanation of the Beaft,whkh had io 
long time ouercaft the earth,was in luch 
fore difcoucred , that the very rootc of 
his throne and vfurped authorise was 
dangerouily fhaken , which the holy 
Ghoft clofely foldeth vp,in faying, there 
was mtdeagreat earthquake. And further 
forefliewcth, that out of this concuffion 
there Ihould arife fo great defedtion,that 
the tenth part of his worfhippers ihould 
reuok from him , and that this reuolt 
and defection muft coft the liuesof ma- 
ny thoufand men,which the Spirit vttc- 
rcth in a manor of f'peech ftrange to vs, 
but vfuall with the Scriptures, calling 
men names of men, asChap.3.4. and 
meaning byfeuen thottfand many thou- 
fand , viing the determinate number of 
icucn indefinitely and for a number in- 
determinate, as it is alfo in Scripture of- 
ten. Which broiles and bloodlhed con- 
cerning the inftitution of religion, are 
fo lufficiently reported in the Commen- 
taries of Bohemia and Gcrmanie, and m 
the troubles of France and Flanders, and 
other nations, as if it were purpofely rc- 
giltred in proofe of this prophecie. 
5 r Uftly, 
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Laftly , the Spirit con eluding foretel- 
leth that many kingdomes in this de- 
fection Ihould quite forfakc the Bcaft, 
and hafte them out of Babylon home a- 
gaine to build the wals of Ierufaleni,and 
coreftorc the morning and the cuening 
facrifice of praife and thankfgiumg, as 
in the former time and in the dayes of 
old, in faying, And the reft were cafi into 
<tfeare t andgaue glorie to the God of heaven, 

Verfe 14. The fecondwoe is gone \and behold 
the third woe mil come quickly. 

THc firft woe was the blafpbemie of 
Arianifmc , which the holy Ghoft 
in the ninth Chapter molt aptly refem- 
bleth vnto a linoake afcending from the 
depth,faying,that the Smne was darkened, 
and the aire with the jmoakg of the tit -^ma.- 
by the Smne the Sonne of God, and by 
the aire the word of his truth , by whole 
onely meane and interpofition, the ob- 
ie& of his Deitie was truly difcernedjand 
in regard of this firft woe which was 
kindled by Arms, wherewith the inha* 
bitants of the earth (as the Spirit foretold 
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y s ) fljould be tormented fine moneths, 
meaning moneths of yeares, which by 
prophecicall account amountcth to one 
hundred and fiftie y cares, which was the 
time of the Arian perfecution, as in the 
Ecclefiafticall hiftories more plainly ap- 
peareth.The holy Ghoft, I fay, in regard 
of this firft woe, calleth the tragical! 
reigne of Antichrift the fecond woe, 
whofe long time of tyrannie within this 
Chapter in a generall maner is declared, 
and in the thirteenth Chapter follow- 
ing more particularly and exactly difco- 
ueredjthough at the writing of this pro- 
phecie, it had his being only m the fore- 
knowledge of God, and was not yet be- 
gun to be a6ted,much letfe fully ended: 
yet in refped it is here in a generall ma- 
ner fully reuealed, the Lord (to whom 
all things pall: and to come are prefent) 
faith,f£<r fecond "<>« " l°» e i vp°" determi- 
nation whereof the third woe muften- 
fue, which, for it furpaffeth both the 
former in terror and greatneire,the holy 
Ghoft bringeth kin with a word of au- 
Scncc.Bcbo/dythe third woe mUcome P mez- 
ning the great and terrible day of the 
Lord,foredenounced by his feruants the 

Prophets, 



Prophets , in the which all nations fliaU 
ftand asprifoners before him, and re- 
ceive euery one according to the wayes 
wherein their heart hath walked. 

And becaufe the day of the Lords co- 
ming in glorie and confummacion of 
the world fliall not long tarry after the 
determination and consumption of An- 
tichrift, (as in the laft verfe of the thir- 
teenth Chapter following fliaU be more 
fully declared ) the holy Ghoft addeth 
the word quickly, as a precife note of his 
fpeedie coming, which our Lord alfo in 
another place confirm eth by a like word 
immediatly t faying, And immediaUy after 
the tribulation ofthofe dayes ( (peaking of 
the tyrannous reigne of the fclfc fame 
Antichrift) they /hall fee the Sonne of man 
coming in the clouds of the aire.

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FHE Apoftlc hauing drawnc iti 
the former part of this prophecic 
a flight draught (as it were ) and 
defignement of Antichrifl;, doth now in 
the prophecie following revifit and per- 
feft the difcouery of the Beaft* and hang 
him vp to the view and difecrning of 
heauen and earth • And to the end that 
this his work of manifeftation may carry 
in it faire and vncontrollable credit, the 
Apoftle in this vcrfe alliireth vs, that he 
reuealeth no other word concerning th« 
Church & her prellburs here on earth, 
during the perfonal abfence of her Lord, 
then that which he heard at the Cornice! 
table of God y which he deliucreth in a 
tnaner of fpeech vfuall with the Pro- 
phets, And the Temple of God was opened 
in heauen j and the Arki of his couenant was 
feenein the Temple, alluding to the Tem- 
ple of lerulalem , and lignjfying there- 
under 
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«n4er, that the words of this his Reuela- 
tion arc no lciTc foo.th and true , then if 
he had receiued them from the Oracle of 
God^which fpakc from ouer the Arke of 
histeftament within the Temple of le- 
rufalem, whofe words and antwers, for 
their diuinitie,maieftie, power and glo- 
ric are here aselfewhere figured by vol-, 
ces' proper to God, and not to man as 
lightnings, thunders .earthquakes t and bade.

more apparent and iuftly abhorred , be- 
ing vied againft a creature of fuch virgi- 
nal,iwnocent and patient modeftie,who 
for her rare and admirable beauty is here 
called agreatftgne, or heauenly appariti- 
on, fymbolizing her fearfull, modeft,io- 
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feer and matronlike behauiour, with th$ 
appellation and qualities of ; a woman 5 
for fo flie is in holy Scriptures often cal- 
led, thefaifefi woman y the Kings daughter 
daughter of Sim \ daughter of lemfalem, 
the Spouft ofChrill, Mother of the iufl,&c. 
And to the end flic may the better be dif- 
cemedofvs, the Apoftledefcribethhcr 
garments and wearing, faying, (he was 
c loathed with theSm, meaning that flic 
had put on the Lord lefus, Sonne of iu- 
ftice, that is to fay, her foule was vefted 
with an affurance of the mercie and louc 
of God in Chrift lefus her Lord* which 
iuftice or iuftification of the Spoufe and 
her children , is called in holy Scripture 
by way of metaphor, the white fane, and 
the wedding garment.

ANd by the words which her eares 
receiued,her heart concerned, and 
(he was great with feare and godly for- 
row,trauelling vnder the burthen of her 
finnes, and reftleile defire to be reconci- 
led to God: which anguilh and paines 
of her forrowful heart and broken fpirit, 
the Apoftle moft excellently compareth 
to the forrowes of a woman in trauell. 
In which her i piritual labour and paine, 
(he could by no meancs be rclieued' or 
eafed,vntill her Lord werefafliioned in 
her, that is, vntill her heart were fan- 
cied by faith : for no Treacle could 
heale her mifcrable wounded foule, 
butthealTuranceof mercie onely, nor 
any water could quench the burning

{us her Lord , and written in the flelhly 
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jatles of her heart by the finger of GodV 
according to.his promife,his firft andlaft 
and euerlafting couenant.

S night doth follow day, and

his Church j whofeSunne could no foo- 
nerfliine,butthe enuiousman railed v© 
a mightie ftorme of perfecution to cloud 
ch« brightneire of her beautiful beamesj 
which for the extraordinary furie there- 
of, the Apoftle calleth a wonder or ftgtte t 
meaning the Churches firft andprimi- 
riue perfecution raifed by Ethnik Rome, 
who for his power,immanitie and malice 
to the Church of God, is here called a 
treat red Dragon; and both for that his 
Throne and Citie was feated on feuen 
hilsj as alfo for that he was in all im- 
pietie,pride and prophanation,the totall 
i'umnic and epitome (as it were) of all 

the 
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theftuen Monatchies,vnto whom(frorrt 
{ the :' beginning of time,ro the end there- 

* of) wasgiucn and granted the charter 
and commifiion of blafpheming God & 
corrupting hisworld(as in the thirteenth 
Chapter following is more particularly 
difcouered) the Apoftle addeth, hatting 
feuen heads. 

And in regard his power did beate 
down the power of all nations,and made 
t * iboile and purchafe of all kings & king- 
i domes on earth, the Spirit faith, he had 
ten homes: for the homes fignifie kings 
and kingdomes, and the number of ten 
include all,be they ueuer fo many, as all 
numbers are ffladeof ten,and their rcdu- 
plication,be they neuer fo infinite. 
And becaufe he came to aduance his 
k head fo high by the power of his fword, 
his Leaders and legions, the Spirit crow- 
neth his heads with magnificence and 
diadems, faying, And on his heads feuen 
diadems. 



Verfe 5. *And his taile drew the third part

T He head of this great red Dragon, 
was his Regall firft eftate, gouerned 
by Romulus & fix other fucceffiue king- 
coates, which Seneca calleth his infancic 
or nonage , wherein he liuedfwathed 
and nourilhcd in blood 244 yeares,as his 
owneHiftorianrcporteth. ' 

The bodie of this great red Dragon, 
was his Contois fecond eftatc,which Se- 
tteca calleth his full age,, part Ariftocrati- 
call,part Democraticall, and was there- 
fore ftiled , Senattu populufaue Rmanue : 
from whence partly by realon of his o- 
uerweight and fulfome abundance, as 
one of his owne noteth, Roman* laxitas 
mt*ndi & rerum amplitude damno fait; and 
partly for want of enemies abroad to 
vvreake their proud and kingly Rumours 
on, he fell into the inteftine euill of ci- 
uill warres at home, which did caft him 
into his minoritie and wardship a- 

gain. 

And this his lad eftate of regiment 
Imperially che holy Ghoft here calleth 

hit 
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histaile, which confifteth of a rout of 
Monarchs, feuentie Keyfars long , who 
for that they fo furioufly perfecuted and 
hauocked the blood of the chiefeft Saints 
and feruants of God,the Spirit faith that 
with his curfed taile he drew the third part 
of the ftarres of heauen, and caft them to the 
earth. 

And not contented with the /laugh- 
ter of hisfaireft lights and ftarres of his 
Church, proceeded to dcfolatc the 
whole hoaft of heauen, euen all the feed 
of the Spoufe, named before the Chur- 
ches child, and here herfonue, meaning 
thofe in whom by the miniftery of his 
faireft ftarres (his feruants theApoftles) 
Chrift was now.formed , and of whom 
the Church was now ready to bedeli- 
ueredj for fo much the Apoftle vnfol- 
deth in thefe wotds t Andthe Dragon flood 
before the woman which not ready to be de- 
livered, that when/hi (hould bring forth, he 
might demure herfonne*

BVt notwithftandiiig all their furie, 
the Church brought forth her firft 
ftuic, which for their faith, charitic, la- 
bour and patience, the Spirit nameth a 
man ehildi and becaufe they followed the 
Lord in the regeneration, and ouercame 
by keeping his words and works vnto 
the end, they receiuedthe lelfe fame ho- 
nour which to their Lord alone and in 
chicfe belongeth, n*mely,that they (hall 
indie theTribtt of lfrael,andkaHedontvioH 
oner the nations, andfbaRrvle them With a 
rod of iron t and freak* their glerie like a pot- 
ters vt fell, as the Lord hath promifed, 
Math.iQ.andApoc.i. 

And in remembrance of the tender 
car.c and prouidence of God ouer the 
feed and firft fruit of his Church , the 
Spirit concludeth , that when they had 
ended their courfe, they were taken vp to 
God and to his throne , far from the reach 
and rage of their enemies.

BVt the Church of God, here named 
the woman, mother of thisfaire and 
primitiue fruit, being no longer able to 
weather out her ftormes., was enforced 
to hide her beautie,and to retire her felfe 
into the fecret chambers or Gods proui- 
dence and her owne conlicience, and to 
take vp her lodging in the defait 5 not 
that her light was vtterly extinguished, 
as her enemies rcproch her: for although 
(he were difperfed, diltretfed, and enfor- 
ced to hide her extraordinary and emi- 
nent graces j yet the beautie of her true 
repentance and of her liuely faith,fecon- 
ded with a charitable life and patient ex- 
pectation of better things to come,' (till 
mined as a candle in a darke place j and 
like a fhip preferued in a tempeft, fhe re- 
mained ftil thefame,ol whom the world 
was not worthy ; neuer wanting the lo- 
tting protection, of her deareft Lordj 
.' ;. D4 who 
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who in all her troubles was mindfull of 

her, as ofElias hisferuant, or Ifrael his 

firft borne j carefull to prouide her both 

of honorable harbour and princely diet* 

Her refting place was reftktfe 3 ftrewed 

and Scattered farandneare ouer the face 

of the earth ; for fuch a lodging did beft 

befeeme her broken and reftlelle heart, 

which foiourned in earth, -but dwelt in 

heauen ; and did alfo beft defend her per- 

fon from the furious inquifitions of her 

enemies. 

Neither was her Lord leffe louing and 
prouident concerning her food , for he 
preievued for her diet the two witnetfes 
of his eternall Couenant,thatfrom their 
brcaft ihe might fucke the pure and 
wholelbme milke of grace and life, that 
lb Ihe might be both nobly harboured 
and princely fed during the tedious and 
odious reigne of the great Whore the 
Church of Rome, who during her exile 
flipuld vfurpe her Chaire, and vnder the 
vizard of her name fhould perfecute her 
name and generation a thonfand two hun- 
dred andfixtiejeaves, here (as before) my- 
ftically deciphered vnder 4 tho^fand tw* 
hmdred and fixtic dam.

ANd at the fame time that the Tem- 
ple of God was opened in heauen,' 
the Apoftlc alfo forefaw that great and 
bloody contention, then which (fince 
thedayesof heauen) was neuer waged 
greater j great iit regard of thearmiesy 
and great in refpeft of the caufe. 

The armies grcat^as well for the great- 
nelTe of the Generals, as for the valour 
and number of their forces. 

The General! on the one fide,was the 
power of God, fciphered by Michael the 
Prince of the Couenant*, who ftood for 
the children and people of the Higheft. 
The Gcnerall. on the other fide, was the 
power of Satan , figured by Ethnicke 
Rome, here (as before) called the Dra- 
gon. \ 

In their forces are to be confidcred 
the Leaders and the fouldiers. The Lea- 
ders and the Captains on the part of Mi- 
thael were Dims fetrm > Dihhs fanlm. 



Diumhhanncs, and the reft of that di- 
nine and noble order of Saints. And on 
the Dragons part were Leaders and 
Chieftaines, diuus Tiberius, dituu Caligu- 
U $ diuus Claudius, dsuus Neropnd the reft 
of that moft filthy and execrable trainc. 

So great was the multitude and num- 
ber of fouldiers , that none of what de- 
gree, fex, age, or condition focuer, but 
muftbepreft for the one fide or for the 
otherj the valour and venue of the foul* 
idiers exceeded all praife j few fubdued 
many , the weake ouercame the ftrong, 
ahandfuilofChriftians a world of infi- 
dels* 

The caufe was great, and higher then 
the heauens j whether God or Belial, 
Chrift or Iupiter, Chriftianifme or Pa- 
ganifmewere more venerable for anti- 
quitiej maiefticall for amplitude , more 
conftant for continuance , and in all o- 
thcrrefpe&sofwifedome, honour and 
maieflie more worthy* to be embraced 
and adored of thefonnes of men j which 
was for life contended by the Dragon, 
his Angels and alfefts , and was for life 
withftood and difapproucd by Michael 
and his Angels, and their followers.

AS the battell was great , fo was the 
w&ory glorious: for though the 
Dragon with his fapient. Senates, his 
prophane Atigels , and his vncleane ah- 
bettors,intended all their forccs^mouing 
(as it is in prouerb) heauen and earth 
to make roome for the abomination of 
Jupiter, and to keepe vnder water the e*- 
ucrlafting Lord and Prince of the Coue- 
nant 5 as among the many monuments 
of time is/ufficientlyproued and main- 
tained by Orofim , and by him to whom 
he wrote in his booke de Ciuitatc T)ci$ 
yet the Spirit forefeeing the Dragons 
folly, and how in vaine he kickt againft 
the fpurre, in^fcorne of hisprcfumption 
faith, But he prevailed not ; and conclu- 
ding affirmethjthatthepoireflion of hea- 
uen (fo long time vfurped by inceftuous 
murtherers, and execrable curtizans, 
gods and goddelTes of their owne forger 
ing ) muft be refigned now to the true 

Lord 
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J^ord and owner of all , who hathtafcett 
his olace at therifcht hand 6i the Father, 
and hath depofed for euer from their v- 
furped titles of deitie- all godsand god- 
defies, phantafmes made of wormeS, 
created and diuificd by the inuentions, 
relations, consecrations, and canonizati- 
ons of the D ragon, his Tailc and fucceft- 
jbrs, as the Spirit difcouereth in faying, 
Neither the place of them was found any more 
in heauen.

borrowed} and the power of his Cefars, 
councell of his Senators/ophiftrie of his 
Sorcerers(which with fuch indurate and 
©bftinatc mindesftoodfor^he honour 
and worfliip of diuels) fliouTd be no lon- 
ger able to vphold the reuerence of their 
Jupiter Capite/itiw, who was nowdetec- 
td for a rogue , and by the voices 
of Michael* Angels ( as by whips 
and pafports ) was fent home againe 
to the place of his birth, namely the 
earth, from whence his mortal! and 
vile genealogie was taken,and withhim 
alfo were Cefars vndiuified, and (for all 
their Senates proud relations) were made 

to 
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to take vp the graue for their latter end,, 
andlhamefor their fame, and wormeg 
for their heritage, as the Spirit forced* ' 
leth/ayingi And he was ca(l dome vttto the 
earth, and his Angels were throwne down* 
withhim. .

N Either was this famous viftorie ob- 
tained in a corner, orfpoken in the 
eare, but (as the Spirit reporteth)fo va- 
loroufly gotten, and fo audibly proclai- 
med, that all the world heard the report 
thereof, witneffe the records of thofc 
times, at which the holy Ghoft pointeth 
in thefe words, And I heard 4 loud voice 
in hea*en,fayingAnd founding the vifto-. 
ric of Chrift and Chriftianilme againlt 
the Dragon and his Angels,his Jorccrer,s 
and their prophaneand idolatrous paga r 

juime, 
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nifme, m thirfe deuout & diuinc nbtetj 
ilowumadefaluatiouy and force* and the 
khgdome of out God, and the power of bit 
€hrifc andyccldethareafon of this fo 
pious and triumphant ioyy becaufe the 
folly and fury of the Dragon and his An- 
gels > which fo continually accufed the 
Saints and feruants of God, for pcftilent 
fellowes,mou*rsoffeditionimaintainer$ 
offefts^ polluters of the Temple, teach- 
ers of new gods,enemies to CVpr, word* 
fowers,babbiers,blafphemers,is now vp- 
on f letting and going down c for cucr. 
Which death \arid downfall of their fpi- 
rituall whoredome, the hply Ghoftdif- 
clofeth,in faying, becaufe the aecufer of 
tiiir brethren id'tafi forth. * / 

'And for the- greater comfort oftht 
Church and judgement of her enemies^ 
fconcludeth,that there is a perfeft court* 
roule kept,as wel of the fuflferings of the 
Saints, as of the flanders of their foes, fo 
openly committed in the 'face of the 
Court, and before a Iudge of fo cleare a 
fight and cternall memory, as that they 
jhall neuer be discharged or forgotten, 
the Spirit inferreth, faying, who accufed 
them (before thought of our God day & mght.

For by thefliield of faithjWhich the Spi-

And be- 
caulc by their good prof eflion and godly 
conusrfation they teftified the glone ot 
God(as doe the heauens) by their obedi- 
ent conuerlions, the Spirit aowncth 
them with the name of the hcauens,fay- 
ing -, Therefore reiojee heauens, andyott 
that dwell tn them. 

And on the other parr, pronounceth

itfclfe,as the (ceterttm caput and ftable of 
iniquitie, whom for his fearfull power 
and vnbridled rage, the Spirit molt ele* 
gantly calleth by the name of the Ocean 
znAtbefea : and concludeth his woe with 
a reafon why,becaufe both in one and Or 
ther, the power of Satan had taken fuch 
deeperoote, that the more the light of: 
the truth did bewray their madneir C ,the 
more they ftrouc and ftormed againft if, 
and fo much the rather, hecaule thejr 
finne was now at the higheft j and 
that the kingdome of Chrift did gather 
fo faft Vpon them,that of ncceuuy amu^ 
ration of their fortunes muft needs fol- 
low,with a fubuerfion not onely of their 
Paganifme,but alfo oi their power Cefa-. 
ricalljwhich the Spim clolely f oldeth vp 
in thele words , K»om»g that be hath but 
a little time-, which one Apoftle alfo ob- 
feruethji.TheLf.a. 
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Verfc 14. ^»Jw^»iJ[rr Dragon fa» that 
he was throwne to the earth, he ferfictt- 
ted the woman that' brought forth thi 
man child. 

ANd when the raging Romanc Em- 
pire law that his maintenance of 
Jupiter and his idol art of making flmnes 
was to defcend for cuer,(as among many 
voices , Tome euen to this day are heard 
to crie vengeance vpon his idols, mfor- 
cingthem withlhame to refigne their 
vfurped title* of gods and claimc of hfa- 
uen to the true Lord and owner thereof) 
he took the courfe of the wicked, whole 
cuftome is(as one of their owne n "™' 
malitia alia alum trndere, and to adde fan 
to fin, (as a holy one faith) to quench his 
thirft with drunkennelTe : for fo procee- 
ded this Bcaft , adding to his blindncUe 
boldnctfe, redeeming his blafphemie 
with rage and perfection j and was lo 
far from coming to himfelfe, and taking 
vp repentance to warn away his crying 
finnes,that (as the Spirit concludeth)hc 
more and more purlued the Church, & 
perfecuted the woman which brought 
r forth 
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forth her firft borne and primitiue fruit, 
here called for their faith,their patience, 
and their godly valour the man child*

And by thefe comforts(as by hands)they 
conueyher toherfolitude and rvjftleitc 
glace of reft, as the Spirit difcouereth, 
iaying, But there weregmen to the woman 
two wmgs of the great Eagle , that (be might 
file into the defart, vnto her refltng place, 
where euer fince her primitiue dilper- 
fion Hie hath liued ftrewed and Scattered 
far andneare ouer the face of the earth, 
feene and knowne of her Lord,by whom 
flic is proteaed, and of the children of 
wifedome,of whom fhe is iuftified : and 
Co doth and muft remaine hidden and re- 
tired into the priuie chambers of Gods

ANd when the Dragons traine of Ce- 
,fars ( who for their malice to the 
truth,and feducing the nations, are here 
called by the name of the ancient enemy 
and feducer of mankind the Serpent) faw 
that they could no longer hauockethe 
Church of God , by reafon of her clofe 
fight and frcret difperfiop, they deuifed 
to purfue her with their bloody edicts 
and facrilegious conftitutions, which, 
they breathed out againft her in fuch 
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^ging and furious maner, as the Spirit 
therefore refembleth the violence of 
their barbarous inquifitions and vn- 
prineely refcripts vnto the vnmercifull 
rage and current of a flood, hoping that 
as by their vnplacablefurie they had dif- 
perfed and driuen the Spoufe to cor- 
ners^ fo by the due execution of their 
cruell promulgations they might vtterly 
confume her generation , and blot out 
all letters of her honorable namej for to 
that white onely they aimed, as the Spi- 
rit coududeth, That he might make her 
to be varied away of the flood.

BVt in reliefe q{ the Churches pref- 
. iures and persecutions, her Lord 
gauc charge ynto /lis handmaide the 
earth, to comfort, help and Succour her 
his Spoufe : and as Moab was charged to 
hide the chafed Jfracl of God , and not 
.bewray him that was fled and efcaped, 

but 
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but to dwell with him, and to giue him 
couert and protection from the face of 
the deftroyerjfo here the earth was com- 
manded to reach forth her helping hand, 
and to take in and harbour the Lords ex- 
iles,in the feret chambers of her defarts, 
mountaines and caues, that fo flie might 
either affbotdher cloie and quiet faue- 
guard, or in wicnelfe of her faith and 
proofe of her patience,receiue the blood

And fbrafmuch as the Churches beau- 
tie did moft mine in the Eail Syria, 
Greece, Afia, where flie was borne and 
bred,the Dragon thought it his beft (in 
policie , which euermore with him was 
held for chiefeft religion) to itch and fet 
forward his den,and hold his Court fur- 
ther Eaftj which purpofe of his, as clofe 
as it was, the holy Ghoft d;fcouereth,ii> 
i'ny'mg/Andhe went', and noterh the true 
end wherefore he went, not fo much to 
barricade and ftopthefloate andincur- 
iion of the barbarous enemie, as he (for- 
footb)pretended, astopurfue and con- 
fume the difperfed remainder of the 
Spoufe, as the Spirit vnfoldech, faying,

ANd prefently vpon the remoue 
and tranflation of the Empire,thc 
Apoftle eipied that wicked one, 
Antichrifr,man of finne,in faying,^/ 
/<w } who in regard of the tyrannous 
power and bloody vfc of thevnbridled 

iurii- 
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iurifdi&ion thatfhouldbe giuen him, 
he is here termed ( as in holy Scriptures 
other Monarchs are) A Beafi , that is to 
fay, akindofgouernment, kingdome, 
dominion or power exercifed and a&ed 
by a lucceflion of tyrannotts,bloody and 
fccaftlymen. 

And albeit his perfection in euill 
Hood yet aloofe , and was very farre off, 
yong and tender, aslying in fwathing 
clouts j yet the Apoftle defcrieth him, 
■as it were through a chinke , in faying, 
comtng vp. For after the tranflation of tnc 
Empire, and that now EthnickeRomfi 
began to play the Chriftian, he was vyel- 
nigh a hundred yeares clofely creeping 
and climing vp,before he could aduancc 
hiscurfed head andclaimc offuperemi- 
nencie. Concerning which ambitious 
puffe of vain e priori tie, Co faire and eui- 
dent mention is made in the monu- 
ments of time, that the incredible bold- 
neffe of the aduerfarie isnolclle mar« 
uellous then his incurable blindncfle, 
that hath lb long time ftumbled at this 
ftone,and lb often fpurredvs by way of 
vaunting , to (hew rhem (if we dare or 
can) when, this apoftacie of Antichrift 
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tooke her rife and firft commencement* 
which darmg vaunt of theirs, the ho- 
fy Ghoft trjppmg ouer as a thing 
•which is or ought to be knowne vnto 
vs, namely, that the horne of Antichrift 
and his apoftacie did then firft fprout

netfe and death of his elder brother Ar- 
cadnu haumg obtained power and pro- 
teaorlh, P Eaft and Weft, lubiedWthe 
Church of the Eaft Empire (which moft 
withftood the Weft and Romane fupre- 
macie; with all other Churches wharfo- 
euer,to the Church and Sea of Rome, at

of his creation, and in 
,demption4o6. 

But the holy Ghoft (I fay) pafting o- 
uer the punctuall and exacT: moment of 
time, when the egge of. Antichrift and 
his Apoftacie was firft laid,as otherwhere 
fufficiently preferued vntovs, procee- 
deth to detea the place where and from 
whence he Ihouldarife, faying, that he 
faw him lift vp his hardy head from the 
fi4 t meaning bytbefea, as in the fif- 
teenth of this prophecie , the furging, 
tumbling and raging Sea and Citie of 
Rome, •where alio by a like loquurion 
he calleth all kingdoms fubiefted to her 
by the name of rimers .

one of his beads as it were pine to death* 
For the better opening of which woud, 
we muft not onely remember the Beaft 
hath feuen heads, but we muft alfo ftep 
a little forward , and crauc the afliftance 
of thefeuenteenth Chapter concerning 
the intcrpetation of the feuen heads, 
which faith, that the feuen heads are feuen 
hi/s,andthey art alfo feuen kings-, difcoue- 
ring the true fcate and fituation of the 
citieof Rome, where Antichrift mould 
keep his court and refidence , by the/«- 
nen htls. 

And by the feuen kings the feuen Mo- 
narchies, which from the beginning of 
the world to this day haue fuccefliuely 
rifen and reigned oucr the earth, of 
which feuen, rheAlfyrian monarchic 
was theh*rit,and the Romanethe fixt, of 
both which and their pue-f cllowcs , is 
further roiealed in the feuentecnth 
Chapter following. Meane time we are 
here to obferue, 'that as the holy Ghoft 
doth therefore call his feuen heads by 
the name of feuen hils, becaufe thefeate 
of Antichrift mould be there, and riot 
cllewhere placed and planted; fo hena-

powet of Antichrift mould be an cxtra- 
ordinarie foueraigntie, compounded of 
fuch fpiritual ancftemporall claimes and 
iurifdittions,as mould be cquiualerit in, 
prefumption and prophanation , to all 
the tranigreflions of the feuen monar- 
chies, which from the beginning hither-- 
unto haue blafphemcd Go.d and corrup- 
ted his world. 

This foundation layd, doth ftiew>thac 
this deadly wound giuen to one of his 
heads,which (as after appeareth)was the 
wound of a (word, cannot be meant of 
any one of his heads after the firft figni- 
fication,as they are hils, bur as they arc 
Jcings,andfubie.3:tothefword: and fo 
by confequence intendeth that one of 
his Imperiall heads, and namely his faire 
jidontSy his minion, lord andmafter of 
Rome, of whom he had lo lately recei- 
ued his breath and being, was fo deadly 
wounded, as that the Bcaft himfeifc 
thereby was in great danger of extintfio. 
Thus hauing found the head,let vs look 
vnto the wound,that fo we may the bet- 
ter difcerne the great danger the Beaft 
was in , deliuered in thefe words, as it 
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UtrijUine t» death. This deadly wound 
was giucn and driuen home to the head, 
by tfhe fword and incurfion of the Weft 
Gothes, vnder the leading of Alarieus y 
who in the nineteenth yeare of Cefar 
Honorim (of whom theBeaftfomefourc 
yeares before had receiucd his \\k) en- 
tred Italy, and gaue fuch a deadly ftroke 
vnto his powerfull pate , that for very 
fcare the Beaft lockt himfelfe vp in his 
den at Rauenna, while the enemy ript vp 
the ftreetes of his Imperiall citie, rilling 
them with famine,fire and f wordjwhich 
night of woe,or rather beginning of her. 
wofull night, made an ancient friend of 
hers tobewaile and bindvp her deadly 
wounded head, with an old Ballad, after 
the tune of the burning of Troy: 
guit ckdem illius itottis, quisfuntra fando 

exp/iceti 
Jut pojjit Ucbrimis square labor 'est 
frfa AMiqtM rttit muitosdomittataper an- 

nos. 

And hauing thus mortally wounded 
the head of the Beaft (in the yeare offal- 
nation 410, and 1 157 yeares after Ro* 
wultu had railed her walls with his bro- 
thers blood ) proceeded to feize vpon 

the 






the reft of his dignities, hauocking and 
burning his chiefeft honours, Larium, 
Campania, Apulia, Lucania, Calabria, 
where raging and deuifing how to ex- 
terminethe power of the Empire for e- 
uer,and to fpread his glorie ouer all, was 
byfudden death blotted out , leauing 
h!s purpofc and his armie royall to his 
wiues brother AtaHfyhtu, who in likera^ 
ging hafte and fury returned to Rome, 
with an obftinate intent and refolution. 
to obliterate the ancient name of Rome 
for cuer,and to call her(in honour of his 
people) Gothia, or after his owne name 
Ataulfh* j which counfell and purpofc 
of his, had it been effected, fir Antichrift 
with all his primacies and fupremacies 
had bid vs good night long ago; and all 
his gainfull enterludes of fides veftra t ^nd 
ne defickt fides tua t and fafce oues, m&titt 
ddo clattes, and quorum remiferitu, with 
allhispeftilent painted frame of fuccef- 
fion,had been daflit in repeating, before 
euer they had come on ftage. But to the 
end thisrecouery might be the plague- 
fore of the earth, his deadly wound was 
healed, as the Spirit fath , fattbemmd 
of his death was cured. For by the pleafing 
_ F 4 p"y« 
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prayers and fubtill interceflions of Ac 
Emperours filter P/acidia,whoC e beautic 
and I bodiewasefpoufedto Ataulfhm, for 
fuch a time his furie was auerted, and his 
defigne ditfblued,and himfelfc not only 
content at her amorous mediation to 
grant the citie of Rome pardon for her 
name, but alio to kaue her eclipfed and 
dying honour, with all her Italy, to her 
ttupihed Honoritu f who for feare was 
crept into his earth at Raucnna; and ta- 
king hisfpoufe P/acidta with fuch dower 
as himfelfc lifted,departed Jtaly,and pit. 
chcd his tabernacle in France, then one 
of, the chicfeft prouinces of the Weft 
Empire . And to this plaifter the Spirit 
pomteth, in faying, bm the wound of hit 
death was cared. 

And the holy Ghoft forefeeing the 
grcatnelFeoftheBcafts power to come, 
which was yet but like vnto his fin; and 
how that Satan his creator, who had for- 
med him after the image and perfection 
of his owne wickcdnelfe, mould affoord 
him luch letters commendatory to all 
the world, which naturally loueth wic- 
ked muennons, that theprimacie of 
his Chinch and fupremacieofhispe*. 

fon 



fon mould ouerfpread all, and obtaine 
the praife of the earth 5 concludethof 
him in this maner , And all the earth 
was in admiration of the Beafi, 



Verfe 4. i4nd they adored the Dragon 
which gaue power to the 'Beafi ^ and they 
adored the Beafi , faying , W ho is like 
vnto the Beafi , or who may warre with 
him. 

ANd the children of misbelief* afcri- 
bed to the Dragon inhibited ho- 
nours, decking his heathenifli Chriften- 
dome with names of holy and mod holy 
titles, due to God alone 5 and they ado- 
red his execrable inuentions & doctrines 
of diuels,worlhipping anddiuifying his 
vncircumcifed traine of Cefars,who had 
granted vnto Antichrift fuch power in- 
comparable and vn controllable iurifdi- 
ftion, which the Spirit anatomifeth in 
thefe words, And they adored the Dragon 
which gam power to the Beafi, 

And as in cuill there is no meane , fo 
thefe children of vnbcliefe went on, and 
bellowed like titles and magnifications 
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vpon this bafe and vile Antichrift, who 
as the Prophet long ago foretold vs, by 
policie fliould profper, and by peace de- 
ftroy many, and ftrikc his adorers with 
fuch a fpirituall drunkenneife, that they 
/hould not onely hang their gold, but 
their faith alfo vpon him, and verily bc- 
leeue that this vile and defpicablc Anti- 
chrift,Delegate to Rontnliu^nd Deputie 
to Cejar,\vzs Vicar to the Lamb>and Suc- 
cetfor to Peter. And thus reioycing ouer 
the error of their owne fantafie , (hould 
with Pigmaliou admire and dote vpon 
the idoll of their owne earning, and fal- 
ling downe fliould adore and eric with 
that drunken King y Great art thou % Bel, 
and in thee is no deceit : which occafioneth 
the Spirit ( in detcftation of their mad- 
neiTe) to difclofe thiir fliamc,faying,v/«^ 
they adored the Beaft, and faid > Who'is /ike 
vnto thtHeaft, or who may wane with

$das the Dragon did bequeath vn- 
,to Antichrift his throne and his 
power in fo large and ample maner,thac 
ni$,pricftlykeywas in cutting and kil- 
ling, fo like the Dragons fword, that he 
that is wife may eafily perceiuc one 
craftsman made them both : lb Satan the 
mafter and feducer of them both , en- 
dowed his Antichrift with mouth and 
lips fo like his owne , that whofo heares 
him open,may truly fay, quamfimiles ha- 
bent Ufrra laftttcas, like lips like lctticej 
at which the Spirit pointeth, in faying, 
And there was gttten to it a mouth;md pro- 
ueth it by an argument drawnefrom the 
fruit of his lips , [peaking great things and 
blasphemies. Whereof the Prophet Daniel DaD.7. 
alio inditeth him , foretelling that he 
fliould open his execrable mouth , and 
fpeake words againft the moll High} of 
which preiumptuous magniloquence 
the holy Ghoft arraigneth him more 
particularly in the verl'e following. 

And the Prophet alfo further repor- 

teth, that times and /awes and great power®**' 7 * 

Jhott/d begmen into his hand, for a time and 

ttmes, and the ditsiding of a time j butting 

and bounding his tyrannous reigne and 
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government within the felfefamecirck 
(and period, as here the Spirit doth, by a- 
nother like propheticall conftruftiOn, 
laying, Andfower tvasgmen vnto it to tvarh 
Jortictwotnonetks. 
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Verfe 6. Andhe opened his month vntoblaf 
fhemie again]} God , to Uafphemc his 
name, and tabernacle t and thoje rrbieb

IN difcouering $ blafphcmous mouth 
of Antichnitjthe holy Ghoft doth firft 
and principally challenge him forprefu-- 
ming to lay hand vpon hisdiuine and 
ipirituallfword, and to wcarethe name 
and title of Vicar to the Lamb, which ti- 
tle, name and honour is onely due to the 
Spirit of the Lamb , the onely modcra- 
tor,comforter and commander of all the 
Lambs affaires and forces in heauen and 
in earth: and of thisprmcipal bJaiphemy 
the Apoftlc condemneth him,in faying, 
Andhe opened hit momh vnto blafphemie a- 
gain ft God. 

Next, the Lord challenged him for 
prefuming to blafpheme the word of 

God,

Gpd/uperaduancinj* his whorifh churcli 
aboue thediuinc eternall tcftimonie, in 
and by which the Son of God is named 
and known e j which contumely offered 
to hismoft holy word, the Lord accoun- 
ted as done to himfelfe and his moll ho- 
ly namejfor fo the holy Ghoft fpeaking ' 
of that Lord that is faithfull and true, 
who with iuftice iudgeth and fighteth, 
faith, that be was clothed with a garment 
ffrinkUd with blood , and his name u called* 
the Word of God.

Lcfle maruell then 
if like a raging flood, downc bearing all 
before him, and oucrfl owing all bankes 
of obedience towards God,he dare extol 
' his curled head aboue all that is called 
or named God, that is to fay, all magi- 
ftracie, authentic and power fccular, 
which by Godsowne ordinance & com- 
mandement, is the onely truc,tiuely and 
immediate representation ot his ownc 
perfon, iuftice and gouernment here on 
cawh, in and ouer alltemporallcaufcs 

and 
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and perfons,as well Ecclefiaftical as ciuiL 
of which high treafon one Apoitle alio' 
conuinccth him,2. Their*. 

No maruell thei),if thus daring to blafc 
pheme the Lord of the houfe and his m- 
nointed Deputies , he dare blafpheme 
the houfc of God, wherein his name is 
honorcdi curfing, reuiling and reputing 
itahoufe offchifmatiques, heretiqucs, 
excommunincatesj whichblafphemous 
and vndeferued wrong , the holy Ghoft 
layeth to his charge, in thefe words, and 
his tabernacle. 

And laft of all , to fliew that there is 
neither end normcafure inhisblackc, 
prefumptuousand blafphemous mouth, 
the Spirit further chargeth him with 
blaspheming the Saints and feruantsof 
God deceafed, cur(ing,reuiling and con- 
demning their doflrine , and yet blef- 
fing, adoring & erecting their (hadows, 
fepulchersand ftmnes, for mediators,in- 
tercetfors and reconaliators betweene 
God and the finner ; like their curfed 
fore-elders the Jfraelites , who boafted 
in the defont of their father Abraham, 
andyetblafphemed the faith of Abr*- 
hmxhtix father, of which blalphcmous 

and 
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dtnd ifldiciblc contumely again ft the Sort 
of God and his moft holy Spirit, the A- 
poftlc condemneth him $ faying , And 
thofe that dwell in heauen. 



Vcrfc 7. And it wasgitien vnto him to make

Nd as after lightning followeth th&- 
i*der, fo after Antichrifts blafphemie 
followeth his perfecution , as the Spirit 
tcftifieth, faying, And it wasgiuen him to 
bid fat tell to the Saints* which the Pro* 
phtt Daniel by way of exposition alfo 
plainly fetteth forth/ay ingjbat ho (hould 
murtherand confume the Saints and fer« 
Hants of the mofi high. 

And in further amplification of this 
his carnificiousfurie , the Spirit fetteth 
forth the largenellc of his charter and 
commiflion, by an exeefliue loquution, 
foretelling vs that it fliould be fo large 
Jtnd gcneral,that the fire of hisprophane

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'and fyrfophantical keys mould take hold 
vponeuerynatkm and tribe 5 as if we 
plcafe to caft an eye Vpon the times pad, 
and conferfe what he had, with what he 
hath j wc mall eafily difecrne the mea- 
ning of the holy Ghoft in thefe words, 
And power was given bimvpott euerj Tribe, 
people, tongue and nation.

THc holy Ghoft hauing in the for- 
mer pare of this Chapter difcouered 
the birth, place, perl'on, power, blafphe- 
mic and perfecution of Antichrift , de- 
fcendeth now to the description of his 
creatures anddeuotaries, foretelling vs 
that they mould be fuch onely (for vnto 
filch onely the particle all is here reftrai- 
ned) as haue their portion and intereil 
in this life, whole pietie, heauen, hope 
and glorie is here, and not elfewherej 
which kind of out and ouercaft Chrifti- 
ans,the Spirit defcribeth by a periphrafis 
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ihoft proper to their nawrall and inbred 
difpofition, faying, they are theft that in* 
halite theearthftwvc'm difcouering them 
as by a difference diuifiue from fuch as 
are thc.Lorcfe pilgrims and Grangers on 
earthjhatiTiig here no permanent abode 
or. place 6f reft , but leck'ing the thingsi 
which are aboue , attend with patience 
the reuelation of a life and citie to corner 
notmade with hands, where their Lord 
and their Redeemer liueth; , ; 

And the Spirit proceeding flieweth 
furthefjthe fupreme, hMden and vnper* 
ceiuable reafon why the adorers of Anti- 
chrifVthus defiled the ornaments ot thdir 
calling , and why they loued.lyes more 
then truth , the B calls penance more 
then Gods repentance, the Beafts bsliefc 
more then faith towards God; the Hearts 
mil'crablc mcrbs,nfore then the fruits ofc'.' 
the Spirir,hatrc.dof fin and toue of God, 
becaufe (asholy tiauM fawrh) ibeywere 
hotfomdtn tbe.Lords.record^noY, written

(word, it pleafcth him in his accuftomed 
xnercie ro awake his Church and her c- 
nemies,and to moue them to a feare and 
reuerent attention , by a generall mm* 
jnons, proclaiming, If anjmanham an 
tare, let him hture.

THc holy Ghoft in this verfe callcth 
Antichrift to the Barre,and fets him 
before the world/or the very fc,on who 

the 
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the wrath of God and his heauie difplea- ' 
fure is to be executed* For he, who vn* 
der colour and pretence of weeding out 
and rooting vp of heretiques, hath 
brought into the Church captiuitie, in- 
quifitions, tortures and torments, to the 
horrible murther and flaughter of the 
Saints, when in fuch cafes (notwithftan- 
ding) he had neithcr.precept nor exam- 
ple in the life of the Lamb or his Apo- 
ftlesfo to do j Af,euen he,faith the Lotd; 
istharpartie, againft whom this iuft 
iudgement of taliation is laid vp in ftore 
to be executed vpon him in that day, 
when the Lord fiiall bring againe the 
captiuitie of his Church,whicn for their 
fins he hath giuen vp to the fword and 
furieofrheBeaft, vntill (he haue borne 
the burthen of her (hame, and (fstheg^j^^; 
Prophet faith) renewed her bcautie by 
her forrowes, and her glorie by her pcr- 
fecutionsj and then fliall be fulfilled that

And in confolation of the Spoufe, 
iconchideth, that howfoeuer Antichrift

eth the very ftrength and approbation 
of her children 5 for by the things they 
jfuffer,they learne obcdicnce,& through 
patience their faith is confecrated,by the 
which they arc perfefled and made inhe- 
ritable of the promife of God : all which 
mercie andfauour is commended vnto 
them vnder the hand^nd feale of afflicti- 
ons, by which their mad and drunken 
aduerlavics thought to confume them, 
and like fooles didnotconfider that as 
the workman doth fquarc the ftone by 
ftrokcsj and as the fnake doth caft his old 
skin by pa/fing through (harp ftones, fb 
the Lord doth renew his Spoufe by 
ftripes, and bru/heth off her old affefti- 
ons by paflijig her through the afperitie 

of 
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<$f tribulation j which holy and hidden 
confideration , caufeth the Spirit to ho- 
nour the fufferings of the Saints fo high- 
ly, astoafcribevnto them the chiefeft 
ftayes and fupportations of their preci- 
ous hope and calling, namely, patience

And all the power of 'the frftBea/l 
he did in hit fight, and he made the earth 
and the inhabitants therein to adore the 
firfiBeaft, whofe wound of death was 
cured, 

BY the power of the firft Beafc, is 
meant the pnjtoofc and plot of the 
Dragon for the Upholding and eftablilh- 
ment of their falfe and godleire religion, 
to the prophanation and extinction of 
the true worlhip and fcruicc of Godj 
which forasmuch as he could not effefl: 
by force andopenenmitie,I meane by 
the bloody perfections of his prophanc 
and Ethnicke Cefars , he did deuife to 
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*rt# a ncyv ftring to his old bowe, and <r$ 
vvorke it out by fraud and falfliood of 
friends, and thereupon pcrfwaded his 
Ethriicke Cefars , that in policic it was 
jthe bell: to play Chriftians, forafmuch 
as the world was nqwfo giucn , as Ju- 
piter wich all his idols muft needs giu<s 
place toChrift,beca«fe moft voices went 

that way. t 

And the better to bring the myftene 
of iniquitie to paiTe , he caufed his new 
Chriftened Cefarsto fet vp a race of Sy- 
f ophanticall, high and princely Priefts, 
whovnder colour of proftering the af- 
faires of the Lamb, (hould cunningly 
clap Itipiters coate vpon the Lambs back, 
and bellow all the ceremonies and ritu- 
als of Inciter and his idols vponChriirj 
that fo by turning luptcrs worihip into 
Chriftianifme, henwght tume the wor- 
ihip of God into Paganilme and idola- 
trie , and that fo he mighc at the leaft 
prophane and delblate the true worfhip 
of the true God,whofe maicftie 6c truth 
of deitie they could no way blemilhi 

And for the better lucceife in this 
their proiefc, Ihould caufe to be erefted 
throughout allkingdomes and nations, 
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'certaineCouents and fwavmes of falje, 
yngodly and proftituted Clerks, who by 
auouching and maintaining agamft all 
comers , that Antichrifts name is Stmm 
Jeter j and that the fupremacie his Ce- 
fars and his Kings gaue him, is the very 
keyesof heauen and hell, which the 
Lamb committed to the difpenfanon or 
his Saints and feruants •, and that the 
throne and feate of wickedness Peters 
Chaire and ScaApoftolique 5 and that 
the execrable forme of lupiers worihip, 
wherein his Lords and Cefars delighted, 
is the very true worfhip and icruice ot 
God, which the Lamb and his Apoftles 

deliuered. . , 

And by thefe milts,legerdcmams,and 
new editions of old idolatrie,lliould efta- 
blilh in the fight of Antichnll, the fette 
fame prophanation and deuout impietic 
which his antecetfors the Cefars lo ar- 
dently embraced 5 for fo much the opmt 
yippcth vp, in faying, And Ml the power of 

and thereby fo ftrongly deluded and le- 
duced the children of difobedieiice 
(moft properly here,as elfewhcre,dekri- 
Ld by the aa.me of the garth a»d the ,»- 
> * l habitants 
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habitants therein) that they loathed the 
facrifices of the God of heauen,and refu- 
fed to worlhip as the Lord comanded, & 
chofe rather (as the Spirit faith) to adore 
the firft Bead, that is to fay,to worlhip J 
god of their fathers, as the Dragon com- 
manded them, iuft after the prefcription 
of his Cefars and manct of the heathen. 

And that we may the better difcerne 
from whom thofe Proftors of Don An- 
richrift borrowed this their abominable 
Church-fcraice, the Spirit remembreth 
the repaired wound of their mailers cre- 
ditors pate,mentioned in the third verfe, 
whofe wound of death vat cured. 
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Verfe I $ . And he did many (tgnes, [o that 
he made fire to come downefrom heauen 
to the eartbjn the fight efmen. 

THe holy Ghofl hauing arraigned 
and condemned the Clergie of An- 
tichrift touching their doftrine, procce- 
dcth further to deteft their abomination 
andforgery,in feeking to confirme their 
falfcdoftrme by lying fignes and works 
of wonder j condemning therein firft 

their 
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their vanitie-,fecondly their preiumptio. 
For as nothing can be morevaine and 
▼ngodly, then tofeeke by lying fignes 
and wonders to confirme the doftrine 
of the Lamb and hisferuants, which IS 
all fufficicntly eftablifhed by their owne 
magnificent and diu in e miracles, vnto 
which the Church of God vpon her al- 
legiance is enioyned to fubfenbe: fo no- 
thing can be more prefumptuous and 
wicked, then to attempt by fignes and 
wonders the confirmation of any otnet 
doctrine then that which the Lamb and 
histwowitneires haue fealed and deli- 
ucredvntovs, according to theftatutc 

ofGod,Deut.i3. 

And though their fignes were many, 
as the Spirit reporteth,fayi»g,^ he dtd 
manjRgnes; yet were they but forgeries 
and lies, not wrought in truth & digni- 
tie,but in fallhood & fallacies our Lord 
himfelf and hisferuant ?aul foretold vs^ 
Mat.44.*.Theff.t.lnwhich regard the 

holy Ghoft fquaring the miracles or 
thefe exorcifts after the rule of their do- 
ftrine, which was in (hew the Lambs, 
but in truth the diuclsj calleth alio their 
tying fignes,hcaucnly fircs,faying,f# that 



*r awi^r* to erne Aowtefrom ht*ut* t* 
thi urtbJ* the fight of men: not that they 
Were in deed and in truth fo, but that 
they Itemed fo to be in the eyes of men 
fcecaufe they were wrought by thefe vi • 
gabond WCorcifts,vnder a pretended and 
colourable imitation of the name of the 
Lord Iefus, who of all hcaucnly powers 
and fires isthetrueLord andloueraigne 
conmuidcr; thatfo thefe Clerks of An- 
tichrift might be futable in their wic 
kednefle , that as their doftrine was op- 
pofite to the truth of Chrift, fo their 
yjndcn might contrary the power of 
Chrift, by a colourable imitation of the 
miracles of Chrift , and might be a true 
andperfeft deprauation of the fame.

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none more ridiculous then that which 
moftpleafcth out Rhetoricall Rhemifts^ 
who by a i*are fupputation of characters, 
haue as roundly ibund out the Bcafts 
number, as the Sodomites did the 
doores of Lot , in the name Ludertu, 
"which inthe Almain tongue is the name 
of Luther : and although we are fure, 
they cannot fo much as thinke vpon the 
poore Frier Luther, but for very feare 
they ftinke all the world ouer $ yet this 
deuice fo tickleth the Clergic of Anti- 
chriftjthat they pretend to laugh for ioy. 
But as for their prefixed time of three 
naturall or ciuil yeares and a halfe(which 
they allot to the reign e and rage of their 
Antichrift) itdotn fo vneuenly fquarc 
with Luther or Lutherans continuance, 
that thefe miferable Serdonians are faine 
to eate their word,and to endure the foo- 
lifh world to laugh at them,whiles as dy- 
ing they faine would feeme to laugh at 
it. But to leaue thefe curled leaders of 
the curfed blind, andreturne againe to 
thofe that haue thought to calculate 8c 
find out the myftery of Antichriftsnum- 
ber 666, in a word, we {'ay, they are de- 
cerned and erre ? not knowing the power 

and 
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and confttuftion of the Scripture. For 
firft,by the word name , deliuered in the 
former verfe,in thefe words, or the num- 
ber of his name,it meant the very cxiftence 
and perfon of the man of finne,by a pro- 
prietie of fpecch common to holy Scrip* 
tures,as Aftsi.15. Apoc.^.and 11.13. 
where (by an Hebraifme) names (ignite 
men, and are conuerted with the parties 
and perfons themfelucs , as the name of 
God in holy Scripture is often taken for 
God himfclfe : and therefore as in the 
former verfe the Scripture calleth it ths 
number »f his name, fo in this verfe he cat* 
leth it the number of a «w»,vnder(tanding 
by a max(zs is afore faid)the total (iimme 
of that fucceflion of beaftly men, which 
make and conftitutc the cxiftence and 
perfon of one Antichrift: and by the 
word number, is meant the fatall end and 
finall determination of their reigne and 
couernment $ for fo the finger of God 
tpeaketh to Baltazar, God hath numbred 
thy kingdottf e,thnt is,God hath ended and 
finilhed the dayes of thy kingdome : fo 
that the number of his name, or the number 
of the m**,is nothing elfe but the period 
and finall determination of thevfurped 
\ •**■ ty : 
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tyrannie and domination of AntlchriftJ 
which the Lamb the Lord and preferucr 
of Ifracl, for the gloric of his name,con- 
folation of his Church,and confufion of 
her foes, with a mighty and outftrctched 
arme (hall bring to parte in the, yeare 
which flial be 666. 

Forafmuch as the egge of Antichri- 
ftianifme was laid in the day es of /»«»- 
cent the firft, fucceflor to Amftrfw the 
frit alfo of thatname,in the ycare of fal- 
tiatjon 4o5,asis before declaredjand that 
byexpreifc commifiion there was fur- 
thermore granted to the Beaft,his heires 
and fuccelfors 1 aoo yeares,for the hatch- 
ing , foftering and perfecting this child 
of perdition and myftcry of iniquitie, 
which being added to 406*, by rule of 
true audite muft needs verifie this admi- 
rable iudgement, which the Spirit of 
God hath here denounced and determi- 
ned to makegood vpon him in the yeare 
which /hall be 1666. Jn which account 
and difcouery of his end,the holy Ghoft 
of purpofe leaueth our the milknarie 
number, as not onelyknowne perfeft 
and immutable (for that thefe vile and 
euilldaycslhall not exceed more thou-
